The Fire Depart- 
ment is $4,466.47 over the 
budget and the street and gar- 
bage department is $5,708.63 
over budget. 

Prescott predicted that the 
overall picture would improve 
during the next few months, ex- 
plaining some of the depart- 
ments have had large expen- 
ditures that will not repeat for 
the balance of the year.

In this space last week we 
‘autioned that too much can be 
read into the taxpayer revolt in 


California. We had reference to 
Alabama's state and local taxes. 
Alabama isn’t California — or 


Massachusetts, New York, Ohio or 
the other states in which property- 
owners have good reason to revolt. 

The current federal court- 
mandated reappraisal of property 
values for tax purposes in Alabama 
is resulting in some sizable per- 
centage increases, and Houston 
County was the first to feel the 
effects. But when property taxes 
were ridiculously low, by almost 
any comparison, large percentage 
increases in individual taxes don't 
mean a whole lot. When the tax on 
a $50,000 home in Dothan was only 
in the $30 range before reappraisal 
‘and this was the rule rather than 
the exception), doubling that tax 
still leaves the home-owner 
smelling like roses by comparison 
even with like home-owners in 
states that have tax rates con- 
sidered moderate. 

(EDITOR'S NOTE: The Eagle 
plans to publish soon a series of 
articles on local and state taxes, 
the federal court decision which 
ordered the current property 
reappraisal and its effects.) 

A special CBS television tax 
program the other night gave this 
example: A comparable house in 
Montgomery taxed at $230 carries a 
$1,735 tax bill in Detroit. Any 
number of sharp contrasts can be 
drawn. A $100,000 home in Boston, 
where property taxes are even 
higher than in California, is taxed 
at more than $8,000, according to 
one chart published recently. In

Comparing property taxes only 
can be misleading, however. Some 
states have no income tax, others 
have no sales tax. Alabama has 
both.

state taxes counted, the tax burden 
in Alabama is among the lowest in 
the nation. 

In 1976, the latest year for which 
nation-wide figures are available, 
Alabama, at $455, had the second 
lowest total state and local tax per 
capita in the United States. The 
lowest was Arkansas, $454. This 
was revealed in a Time Magazine 
survey jast week. The eight states 
with the lowest taxes were all in the 
Southeast, if we include Arkansas 
and Oklahoma in that geographical 
grouping. The highest was Alaska, 
which is misleading because in that 
state gas and oil companies are 
bearing the lion’s share of the tax 
load, leaving indi dual property- 
owners in fairly goo. shape. In New 
York the figure was $1,140, followed 
by California with $964, Hawaii 
$935, the District of Columbia $924, 
and Massachusetts $903, 

In Florida the tax bite per capita 
was $566, and in Georgia $549. 

Our purpose here certainly is not 
to advocate higher taxes in 
Alabama, but simply to get the 
facts laid out in a broad context as 
we consider our lot in comparison 
with other areas of the nation. The 
figures show, we believe, that our 
taxing policies make a lot more 
sense than those in such states as 
Massachusetts, New York, 
California and Ohio. 

Given the state of affairs in this 
country, a taxpayers’ revolt is a 
healthy thing — if it goes in the 
right direction. As we said in this 
Space recently, the revolting 
taxpayer should be focusing on that 
city on the Potomac, where the real 
waste is. And there is some 
evidence that this might be hap- 
pening. Every  revolt-minded 
taxpayer should consider this fact: 
President Carter claims his budget 
for the coming fiscal year is ‘tight”’ 
— which ignores the fact that the 
budget has skyrocketed from 1974’s 
$270 billion to more than $500 
billion. That’s close to doubling, in 
only five years.

SWINE HERD HEALTH

A consultation-type re- 
lationship between the veter- 
inarian and swine producer is 
becoming more common in Cof- 
fee County. In this type re- 
lationship, the veterinarian 
knows the disease problems 
in his clients’ herds and can 
take preventive measures in- 
stead of waiting until disease 
has caused deaths in the herd. 

Dr. Harold Kjar, Extension 
veterinarian, recently held a 
swine seminar in Dothan forall 
the practicing large animal vet~ 
erinarians in the Wiregrass 
area. Similar meetings are 
planned in the future to help 
vets keep up with the latest 
in swine disease diagnosis and 
treatment. 

With a state diagnostic la- 
boratory at Elba and new 
facilities at Auburn the ability 
to diagnose disease has great- 
ly improved in the state. 
Practicing veterinarians work 
closely with the diagnostic labs 
so that when bacteria are is- 
olated, a sensitivity test can 
be run to see what antibiotic 
is most effective.

CARE OF SCSSORS &SHEARS 

Sharp, easy-to-work shears 
are essential for the happy, 
Successful seamstress. Shears 
should be oiled periodically. 
Place a drop of ofl on the 
blade near the screw. Then 
leave the shears sitting a coup- 
le of days before use. 

Getting water on shears can 
cause rust. If shears or scis- 
sors get wet, wipe them dry 
immediately, Use a blow hair 
dryer to dry out the inside 
screw pivot area. Where hu- 
midity is high, shears shouldbe 
wrapped or stored in a plastic 
bag. 


JAMS & PRESERVES 

If you are planning to make 
jams or preserves, did you 
know they need processing in 
a boiling waterbath canner? 
In a hot, humid climate 
like ours, jams and preserves 
tend to mold. The best way 
to prevent mold is to water 
bath process hot preserves and 
jams 10 minutes or more and 
cold preserves 25 minutes. 
This waterbath process also 
makes for a better seal on the 
jar and removes air that is in 
the jar. 

Never use paraffin as a 
sealer for anything except jelly. 

If any home canned food 
has mold on it, never taste or 
eat. Discard for it could be 
dangerous to eat. 

Mayonngise and peanut but- 
ter type jars are not tempered 
to withstand large temperature 
contrasts and should not be used 
in canning, These jars could 
break. Always use standard 
canning jars. 

Never reuse canning lids, 
Always use new ones. Rings 
(bands) can be used over again 
if they are not bent or rusty,

ument, which had been convert- 
ed for the day into a massive 
sundial. The car ran on hy-~ 
drogen fuel generated by soe 
lar power.

Solar devices in homes are 
becoming widespread, and the 
Carter Adminstration has set 
a target of 2.5 million solar- 
heated homes by 1985.

There are already two million 
homes and buildings in Japan 
with solar devices; and one~ 
fifth of all homes in Israel...

BROOD SOW AND LITTER 
MANAGEMENT 
Weaning the greatest num- 


ber of pigs from each sow is 
very important to the success 
of any swine operation, says 
County Agent Dan Presley. 
And because of its importance, 
you can’t manage farrowing and 
the newborn pigs haphazardly 
-- you have to stay on top 
of the process, 

First of all, you need to 
provide aclean, warm farrowing 
area for the sow. Then two 
weeks before farrowing is to 
take place, clean, disinfect and 
worm the sows, Move sows 
into the farrowing area three 
to five days before farrowing; 
gilts two to three days in ad- 
vance. 


At farrowing, it's very im- 


portant to keep the pigs 
warm--about 70 degrees F, in 
the farrowing house and 80 
degrees F, in the brooder, 
Limit the sows’ fee immediately 
before farrowing and withhold 
feed entirely for 12 to 14 hours 
after farrowing. Gradually 
bring the sows to full feed at 
10 days, making sure they have 
plenty of clean water at all 
times, 

It’s most important to have 
someone present at farrowing 
time to assist in removing 
membranes from the pigs’ noses 
and to help weak pigs get their 
first nursing. 

After farrowing, Presley 
Says, dry the pigs with clean 
rags, clip their navel cord. 
and see that all pigs nurse, 
The first day after farrowing, 
ear notch, clip pigs’ teeth and 
weigh the litter, then within 
the next several days, treat to 
prevent anemia. At age seven 
days castrate the male pigs, 
and at about two weeks, move 
the sow and pigs to the nur- 
sery or take the sow and pigs 
to the nursery or pasture in 
a Clean trailer. Wean pigs 
at five to six weeks, 

After weaning, rebreed fe- 
males, deworm pigs and main~ 
tain the sows until it's time for 
them to farrow again, 

Good management is a must 
to wean the highest number of 


pigs from each sow. Presley 
adds that there are plans for 
hog facilities and literature on 
Swine management available 
free of charge at the county 
Extension office,

Rabid Cats Result In Shots 


A sick, stray kitten 
-found in Coffee County last 
week, and which later died, 
was found to be infected with 
rabies. 

A resident of the Weeks 
Bridge Road vicinity found two 
kittens near the bridge - one 
of them already dead. He took 
the other one home, fed and 
nursed it, but it, too, died 
within the week. An examina- 
tion showed that the 6-week- 
old kitten did have the dis- 
ease. Consequently, the man 
and his family had to be vac- 
cinated with anti-rabies shots. 

Richard Brown, of the 
County Health Department, ad- 
vised everyone with animals - 
pets of any kind - to be sure 
they are vaccinated for rabies, 
Brown has_ submitted five 
more heads of animals to be 
examined, but had not had 
any report yesterday (Wed- 
nesday). Only the one kitten 
has been positively confirm- 
ed as having rabies. 

Anyone having any know- 
ledge of these kittens is asked 
to contact the Coffee County 
Health Department. There is 
a possibility that the mother 
of these kittens could be 
rabid, also, 

A check with Dr. Phillip 
Hamm, Elba veterinarian, re-~ 
vealed that although he has 
submitted several heads to 
the lab, none has. been found 
to be positive,
